ing the perilous position of the regiment, 
and knowing the consequences of haying 
the center broken, took hie position at the 
head of the regiment and gtye the com- 
mand to prepare to charge.

setting the ArkansM on fire. Her bow, 
where the shell burst, being the windward 
end, in a few minutes the navy who were 
so fortunate as to be present at this ImI 
naval combat of twoiron-olads had the sat- 
isfhotion of seeing ths crew of the rebel i 
scutlUflg on shore, while the flames were 
banting out on every side. But be it 
undemood and recorded, all this time the 
Arkansas was fighting her battery, till her 
lines burning off, she floated into the middle 
of Ihe river, where, in a little while, she 
blew up. Ut no creduleus or unbelieving 
rebel flatter his soul that this was not ths 
ArkansM that wm sunk and destroyed. So 

much for the naval part of the affair im- 

porUnt, as enabling the gunboats to act 
without impediment with the land forces.

Nashville, August 21. 

Yesterday at noon Capt. Atkisson, of the 
Fiftieth Indiana, with twenty men in etoek- 
ade, at Edgefield Junction, was attacked by 
1,000 guerrillas. He repulsed them three 
times, killing Morgan’s Adjutant and seven 
privates, and wounded eighteen of the 
guerrillas. He finally drove them off, after 
a fight of three hours. 

Col. Mason, of the Seventy-first Ohio, 
with three hundred men and two cannon, 
in strong intrenchments, at Clarksvlle, sur- 
rendered, without resistance, to the same 
number of guerrillas. The guerrillas were 
aided by rebels who had taken the oath of 
allegiance. A large amount of Govern- 
ment property was seized. 

One hundred soldiers were captured by 
guerrillas at Mauskow creek, near Edge- 
field Junction. The bridge was burned. 

Gen. Nelson left here thia morniug for 
Louisville. 

LieuU-Col. Ileffren, of Indians, ia under 
arrest for violating orders. 

WASHiNaTOM, August 21. 

It ia ascertained, from the State Depart- 
ment, that the rumors of intervention or 
mediation by European powers are without 
foundation. 

There is no foundation in the statement 
that Oen.Dix is to be appointed to command 
at New Orleans in place of Oen. Butler, or 
that Hon. Reverdy Johnson is to go there as 
Military Goveruor. 

The rebel Major Fitxhugh, Gen. Stuart’s 
Chief of Staff, haa reached Washington from 
Fredericksburg. He was captured by a 
portion of Gen. Buford’s cavalry, ou Mon- 
day last, about five miles from Louisa court- 
house. 

The returned prisoners represent, with 
great unanimity, that the rebel authorities 
are by no means relaxing their efforts to oom- 
plate the fortifications around Richmond, up- 
on ten of which there are now as many labor- ' 
era engaged as can work upon them with 
advantage. 

A colony of colored persona to settle in 
Central America is being raised in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Quite a number are en- 
gaged in the enterprise. 

Washimotom, August 21. 

The first payments of the new postage 
stamp currency were mads by the Treasury 
Department to-day. The currency is deliv- 
ered in sheets, which are perforated like 
those of postage stamps. The stamps are 
printed on bank-note paper, and are, there- 
fore, more difficult of separation than the 
the old stamps. The public must, therefore, 
be cautious when separating this cur- 
rency, and not mutilate the notes, as 
their receipt and redemption by the 
Treasury Department are subjeeet to 
the same regulations as now in force for U. j 
note^ namely : If any part of the note is 
missing, a proportionate amount is de- 
ducted from the nominal valne. For some 
days paymasters will absorb a large sharo 
of the currency. The first delivery of the 
U. S. notes of tiie denomination of one and 
two dollars was made to-dar. These as 
well as postage currency are delivered and 
distributed by the Treasury in the same 
manner as U. S. notes. 

Russellville, Kt., Aug. 21. 

Very little is known of the capture of 
Clarksville here. We only know that Col. 
Mason surrendered bis whole command to 
a guerrilla force under A. R. Johnson, 
Woodward, and Garth. The most reliable 
reports represent Mason’s force at 290 and 
that of the rebels from 400 to 600. Not a 
gun was fired. Colonel Mason and his men 
were paroled and sent down the river. 

Second Dispatch . — Further information 
from Clarksville shows the surrender to 
have been the most disgraceful and cow- 
ardly of the war. The officers were pa- 
roled and allowed to carry off their horses 
and side arms. The surrender was made 
to an inferior force of rebel cavalry, and 
Col. Mason and Woodward made speeches 
complimenting each other. 

New York, August 21. 

The Commercial Advertiser says, a city 
journal having given circulation to a re- 
port published in a Hartford paper, that 
McClellan will resign his present position 
as soon as he has fully placed his army in 
its new position, we have mode inquiry 
of those in this city who are usually well 
posted ia regard to bis movements, and they 
tell us the published rumor is the first they 
have ever heard of such intention on Gen. 
McClellan’s part. He has not been heard 
from directly, however, for two weeks. 

Haxrisbueo, Perm., Aug. 21. 

Two regiments went South to-day. 

By orders rsceivsd from the War Depart- 
ment, Surgeon-General Smith is directed to 
instruct Surgeons to examine persons claim- 
ing exemption, with reference to their abil- 
ity to fight and do other duty, and that only 
under this order those claiming exemption 
on amount of various disorders will stand 
I but a poor chance.
